The conference of student councils* called by UcClll student so- 
ciety vice-president Martin Stuplro to discuss the posslUUty of 
forming a new national union to fUl the gap left by the demise of the 
Canadian Union of Students, was boycotted by student councUs from 
British ColumtAa, Alberta Saskatchewan and. Quebec . 

By a 7 to S vote, those councils which did attend voted to accept 
in principle the tormatioa of a natiooal union, but could not agree on 
the political direction of the proposed body. 

A minority of delegates, led by the University of Western OntariOi 
insisted that such a union should be politically acttvist, but most of 
the delegates said they desired a "less active" organization than the 

former Canadian Union of Students. 

^Western was also the only university which disagreed with a com- 
promise proposal calling for regular meetings of the councils to dis- 
cuss specific problems such as education , or pollution^ 

LaurenUan*s S.G*A. did not send any representatives to the Con- 
ference. 

Hire Canodians first at York 

TORONTO {CUP)"The York University political science depart- 
ment win follow a "Canadians first" policy when hiring teaching 
staff for the next term, American department chairman Harold 
Kaplan announced here February 4. 

AH candidates, Kaplan said, are divided into two flies- Canadians 
and non-Canadian* * 

"We proceed first with the Canadian file and make an effort to 
hire there," Kaplan said* "Wo go to the non-Canadian file only If 
we can Qnd no one suitable in the Canadian file." 

Of York's current 238 Eaculty members, 48 per cent are Canadian 
28 per cent aiie American and 24 per cent are from other countries. 
The proportion In the political science department runs one- 
third Canadians to two-thirds non-Canadians, Kaplan said.

Investigation proved that fa- 
culty had not been consulted in 
the decision, and that a majorl* 
ty would favor Wightman's re- 
tentloa at the university, 

Wiriitmam a P-W candidate, 
reporredly has better academic 
credentials than French, and Is 
undoubtedly better quaMed than 
Tamblyn, at least academically. 
Tamblyn Is the possessor of 
an honorary doctorate, a Bache- 
lor of Arts degree, a substan- 
tial interest In the Tamblyn's 
drug chain» and is o^ner of a 
local steel mill. 

The university- wide boycott 
was Inaugurated February 11 by 
the Lakehead Students Council, 
who votedal4-3 for the escalation 
at a mass meeting attended by 
approximately 400 students. 

The council action bypassed 
an earlier recommendation that 
students extend their boycott^ 
which began In the sociology and 
anthropology department Febnir' 
' ary 10,ato the arts faculty only. 
A[q>roxlmately SO per cent of 
Laicehead's 2fiQ0 students .a 
stayed away from classesThurs*^ 
day, as pickets sprang up at the 
unlversl^ entrance to. Inform 
students of the move.. 
The council action followed a 

meeting the same afternoon, cal- 
led by administration president 
Tamblyn. 

At the meeting, Tamblyn de- 
clared he couldasee "no reas<»i" 
to alter the administration's de- 
cision to fire Wightman, despite 
student protests* 

At the same Ume, Tamblyn 
read a statement signed by se- 
ven of 10 sociology and anthro- 
pology professors, "regrettlni: 
that the university has not found 
it possible" to re-hlre Wightman 
but agreeing with the admlnlstra* 
tion's contention thatUiedecislon 
was prompted by budget conside- 
rations within the university. 

But several of the signatures 
of the faculty statementwere re- 
ported to have declared that they 
signed the document under direct 
pressure fi[om the university 
admlnlstratioo* 

And at a noon meeting Thurs- 
day, faculty of business Instruc- 
tor Ron Taylor Indicated, that 
the wightman aring may have 
been the result of outside, cor-- 
porate pressures on the univer- 
sity.

Wightman and two other dismis- 
sed professors until new proce- 
dures anre Initiated.

Massive American Investment In Canada 
Is subject to American law when there Is 
a confUct with the laws of Canada. The 
extra territorial application of American 
laws has directly Impinged on our Sover- 
elgnty. Subsidiaries In Canada cannot 

trade with certain communist countrlesi 
although Canada has friendly relations 
with them because of the American Tra- 
ding with the enemy Act which holds 
the parent corporation fesponslble. 

Although the balance of payments pro- 
blem and the failure to generate develop- 
ment capital within Canada are more 
immediate problems the long range dan- 
ger of continued foreign investment in 
Canada is that we will be relegated to 
colonial sti^tus. It Is becoming more 
and more evident that the U,S. wants 
' Canada to remain ft primary producer 
to feed the industrial appetite of Ameri- 
can Industry. Former Secretary of the 
Interior, Stewart Udall^ said recently 
that where energy Is concerned Interna- 
tional boundaries mean nothing and our 
minister of Energy and Resources Joe 
Greene agreed with him. It is no wonder

That is Doug Ward's under- 
stated view of controversy sur- 
rounding the government cor- 
poration. 

Ward, a former president of 
the Canadian Union of Students, 
was chairman of the provisional 
council of the CYC 

He spoke at the Canadian 
University Press national con- 
ference at the Village three 

weeks ago. 

Ward gave a history of the 
CYC, beginning when fonner 
prime minister Pearson initiated 
a program in keeping with the 
mood of North American civil 
rights groups like SNCC, SUPA 
andSDS. 

"With some lobbying, good, 
broad legislation set up the 
aims for the CYC—rcdistrlbutlon 



of power, decentralization and 
community action in solving 
problems/* he said, 

"Pearson saw this as 3 
Boy Scout organization, but 
students on the left saw it as a 
government experiment in social 
change." 

The first CYC projects were a 
program involving the handi- 
capped and volunteer aid Ever- 
dale Place, an Ontario free 
school. 

Ward felt the Company had a 
mcasurcablc success but also Its 
problems: 

•"Although legislation made 
the CYC progressive, it was hard 
to talk at council meetings since 
people were at various levels of 
awareness, 

"Appointed interim council 
members talked a great deal 
among themselves, leaving little 
time for the most important work 



on the agenda: namely projecLs 
and volunteers. Thus, the volun- 
teers felt alienated. 

•"Initially the CYC had too 
much money. With a Ultle less 
money* priorities could have btvn 
decided better.** 

Ward alsu felt that mow than 
accusations of subversivt* activi- 
ties by Montreal p*>litician Lucien 
Saulnier caused disfavor toward 
the Company, 

He warned conference dele- 
gates thai precautions had to be 
taken regarding press coverage 
of projects. 

In the past some reporters had 
described communities and people 
in such a derogatory way that the 
people had reacted negatively, 

"The CYC has tried to attune 
its projects so volunleeni can 
relate directly to the situation, 
without middle-class interpreta-
